This edition differs throughout from that with a similar imprint and the same date of which as 
many as eight copies are known to exist, four in England and four in the United States. 

The Facsimile has been made in collotype at the Oxford University Press. It is preceded by an 
introduction, extending to nearly a hundred pages, by Mr. Alfred W. Pollard, in which after showing 
hv literary and typographical evidence the place which the new quarto holds in the sequence of early 
editions, he subjects all the five quartos published before 1023 to a minute examination and carries 
a stage further some of the argument* advanced in his essay on Shakespeare Folios mid Quarto** 
published in 1U09. The new readings introduced in the successive Quartos and the First Folio are 
enumerated and classified, and while it is proved that the printer of the Folio had no authoritative 
source from which to correct mistakes in the text of which he was aware, a suggestion is made to 
account for the presence of a few readings in the Folio which editors are bound to accept. It is 
contended that the marked superiority of the First Quarto over all the later editions extends not 
only to the words of the text, but at least in the set speeches to the punctuation and emphasis- 
capitals. and that by attention to those much light is thrown on how Shakespeare intended certain 
passages to he delivered. 

While some of the conclusions attained affect only the play of Hichard ll % others apply to all 
the “ good quartos ”, and it is hoped that they may further contribute to the rehabilitation of these 
and their rescue from the epithets “stolen ami surreptitious ” injuriously transferred to them by 
most modern editor*.

From examination of this oopy when unbound and loosely stitched 
together (aa originally issued), the collation of the first sheet,a« given 
in the Church catalogue, was seen to be incorrect.

The translation was made in 1734 by Chief Justice James Logan, who was the 
second of the three famous worthies of Pennsylvania: Penn, Logan, Franklin. 

Copies were circulated in manuscript among friends, and Franklin got one, which be 
determined to give to the press. In his preface he calls the book “ this firBt transla¬ 
tion of a Cla**ic in this Western World," and he wishes it may prove “ a happy omen 
that Philadelphia shall become the seat of the American Muses.”

All of the above are very fine, perfect copies. The science of 
Navigation was revolutionized by the publication of Cortes’ Arte of 
Nauigation , which contained many new methods of ascertaining lati¬ 
tude, etc. In the majority of copies the volvelles belonging to the 
diagrams are missiDg. It seems probable that this volume, belonging 
to the “ wizard ” Earl of Northumberland and concerning mathematics 
and voyaging, formed part of the library which the Earl had with 
him during his imprisoment in the Tower. He had there as a fellow 

prisoner Sir Walter Raleigh, who was a personal friend.

“ The City of Philadelphia is laid out and begun, and many pretty Houses are 
ran up of late upon the River and backwards, that do very well. An House for 
W. Penn is a Building, whose Family, that went with him, are all come safe; and 
Entertainment for all beyond expectation, and to their content. The Air is 
exceeding clear and sweet, the Food good and plentiful, and as pleasing as one can 
eat. Their is also good Malt Drink: In fine, the Country is without Exception 
. . . The Indians they saw; the men were strong and Tall, the Women comely, as 
some Gipsies are in England; the Children very pretty; they all wear some 
Clothes, and some of them wear Broggs.”

The various States are clearly shown in different colours, and there is much 
printed information on the map as to boundaries, localities and characteristics of 
Indian tribes, &c. ; e.g ., in New Jersey there are lines showing the overlapping and 
conflicting claims of New Jersey and New York to the same ground. 

In the left-hand top corner of the upper half of the map is an inset with the 
title: A New Map of Hudson’s Bay and Labrador from the late survey of those 
coasts. The map was engraved by Thos. Kitchin of Clerkenwell Green and pub¬ 
lished by the author John Mitchell. The title is surrounded by a somewhat rudely- 
coloured design consisting of two Indians in gorgeous though scanty apparel, two 
cherubs playing by their side and two more above supporting the arms of King 
George II.

This celebrated edition is tbe first in which the two maps of 
American interest known as the “ Hydrographia ” and “ the Admiral's 
Map ” were printed. These maps were prepared for the press in 1507 
according to the statement made by the editors Eszler and Obelin. 

They were probably taken to Lorraine at the same time as the French 
text of Vespucci’s four letters which were printed in the Cosrao- 
graphia of 1507.

Very rare. The Tabula Terre Nove is the famous “ Admiral’s Map ” or Hydro- 
grnphie Portugaise, considered by some to have been the actual work of Columbus, by 
others of Cabral, by others of Vespucci; but most probably by the first of the three. 

This and the mappemonde which precedes it (“ Orbis typus vniversalis iuxta hydro- 
graphorum traditionem,” in which the New World is also represented) were published 
for the first time in 1513 at Strassburg, and appear for the second time, impressed 
from the original blocks, in the re-issue of 1520. Not only may the Ptolemy of 
1513-20 be said to contain the Editio Princeps of the Admiral’s Map, but it would 
even be correct to describe it as the only edition of that map, since all the later 
reproductions, except of course modern facsimiles, follow the Ptolemy of 1522.

that the May edition was the first is untenable, the assumption being 
based on the fact that the ecclesiastical year began on March 25, and 
that therefore the real year of publication of the edition dated March 
7, 1549, was 1550. But it is well known that printers were in the 
habit of dating their publications both by the ecclesiastical and by the 
civil year (commencing Jan. 1), no fixed rule being followed; and as 
we have indisputable evidence that the new Prayer Book was in use 
in two London churches on Easter Day, 1519 (April 21), it is certain 
that the edition dated Maroh 7 was the first, since the May edition 
was not published until some time after Easter. This view was

Commonly known as Archbishop Land’s Book of Common Prayer, as he and 
Bishop Wren were associated with the Scottish bishops in preparing it, though Land 
asserted that he had been desirous of introducing the English Book of Common 
Prayer without alteration. The book was very unpopular and was soon withdrawn. 
The attempt to use it in St. Giles’ Cathedral, Edinburgh, on Sunday, 23 July, 1637, 
occasioned a riot, which is popularly said to have been started by a woman named 
Jenny Geddes who flung her stool at the head of the Bishop of Edinburgh, David 
Lindsay.

Extremely rare ; it is the first edition of King Henry YIII’s 
authorized Primer in English and Latin. The Appleton copy, which 
lacked two leaves, realized 610 dollars in 1903. This is a copy of 
much historical interest, as it originally belonged to Thomas Thirlby, 
the first and only Bishop of Westminster nnder Henry VIII, after¬ 
wards translated to the see of Norwich in the reign of Edward VI, 
and to Ely by Qneen Mary. On the accession of Elizabeth he refused 
to take the oath of supremacy and was deposed. In 1560 he was 
committed to the Tower, because of his refusal to discontinue preach¬ 
ing against the Reformation. He died in 1570. In the calendar of 
this Primer he has noted the date of his deposition, and that of his 
committal to the Tower, as well as other incidents of less interest, such 
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The Kino’s Primer, continued :— 

as that St. Paul’s spire was struck by lightning on June 4, 1561. A 
letter written in reference to the book by the late Bishop Stnbbs of 
Ox ford is enclosed. 

The calendar is much cut down from Sarnm use; the chief 
difference in the Honrs between Queen Mary’s Primer and this lies in 
the contraction of the service and the rejection of the Suffrages of 
Saints. The Litany leaves out all Saints’ names, and the supplication 
for the Dominos Apostolicus is changed into a set of supplications for 
Henry the eighth (in three prayers), Queen Catherine and Prince 
Edward, the Bishops, the Lords of Council, the nobility and the 
magistrates. The preceding prayers against hurt include one “ From 
all sedition and privy conspiracy, from the tyranny of the Bishop of 
Rome and all his detestable enormities, from all false doctrine, and 
heresy, etc. Good Lorde deliver us.” The Office for the Dead still 
contains the request for the purgation of souls.

There is 
apparently no record of the sale of any copies, and the only others in 
existence seem to be those in the British Museum and Lambeth Palace 
Libraries, both of whioh are imperfect, and in the Cambridge Univer¬ 
sity Library. There are possibly also copies in the Bibliotb&que 
Nationale, as Brunet gives a full and accurate description of the tracts.

The Memoirs of Saint-Simon are probably the best known of all Frenoh 
Memoirs, in which branch of literature the French language is so replete.
